The Appendix at the end giving official forms of the names 
for denominational bodies with brief descriptive notes is added 
as @ convenient working list for catalogers. The author entries 
for church bodies from the catalog of the Union Theological 
Seminary Library have been conformed to the new A.L.A. catalog 
rules, 1941. They have been checked with the Catalog of books 
represented by the Library of Congress printed cards, issued to 
July 31, 1942, but no attempt has been made to include other en- 
tries for churches not possessed by Union which the Library of 
Congress may have made. In a few cases where the identity of 
the denomination is uncertain the Library of Congress check has 
been omitted. The list is by no means exhaustive, giving only 
the church names for material actually cataloged by Union, the 
Library of Congress, or Yale. The historical material has been 
taken from secondary sources, the standard theological encyclo-— 
pedias and general reference works, from the U.S. Bureau of the 
census. Pelizious bodies, 1916, 1926, 1936, from the file of 
the Yearbook of the American churches, from the many special 
denominational year-books, and from the extensive files of de- 
nominational minutes and proceedings and denominational histor-— 
ies in the Union Theological Seminary Library. Discrepancies in 
dates occur in secondary material; and the list, though care- 
fully compiled, is intended only as a first step in research. 


Arrangement of the List 


Churches are arranged, first, under the respective countries in 
which they exist. Following the arrangement under country are a few 
groups whose organization or interest transcends national bounds. At 
the end is a miscellaneous list of denominations omitted from the other 
groups which are arranged in alphabetical order. 

Each denomination is given a consecutive number to which reference 
in the main list is made.

8 Baptists, U.s.+ 

The early Bavtists were divided into two schools of thought, 
the Arminian or General Baptists (believers in general salvatior) 
and the Calvinists, the General Baptists later becoming a distinct 
denomination. After the Whitefield revival period the Calvinistic 
views dominated and the term "New lights" was applied to this 
school while "Old lights s" or "Regulars" designated the other party. 

The first general organization of Baptists in the U.S. was the 
General missionary convention of the Baptist denomination in the 
U.S.A. for foreign missions, popularly called the Triennial con- 
vention, formed in 1814. Other societies were organized later.

In 1845, the Southern members withdrew from cooperating with the 
Northern Baptists in these societies and formed the Southern Bapt- 
ist convention. The Northern Baptists continued to work through 
the societies organized before the split in 1845, In 1907, a more 
comprehensive administrative organization was formed, the Northern 
Baptist convention. |

Free Baptists+ 


A northern movement originating in 1780 in New Hampshire under 
the leadership of Benjamin Randall who held anti-Calvinistic views 
on freedom of the will and stood for open communion. 

In 1835, a division occurred, John Buzzell, Jeremiah Bullock and 
others withdrawing. Later the followers of Bullock, called 
Bullockites, formed a small separate group in Maine, reporting last 
in) 1926. , 

The General conference of Yree Baptists, the overhead body, was 
incorporated in 1892, though conferences had been held since 1826. 
The Free Baptists united with the Northern Baptist convention about 
1924. 

This Northern group in the early period, often called Free will 
Baptists, is not to be confused with the Southern group known as 
Free will Baptists. 


Free will Baptists 


A Southern movement originating in the labors of Elder Paul 
Palmer, an Arminian Welsh Baptist, who settled in North Carolina 
about 1727. These Baptists have been commonly known as the 
Original Free will Baptists but since 1890, the word "Original" 
has been dropped. They have never been officially connected with 


the ¥ree Baptists of the North, though they hold the same doctrines. | 


Friends of humanity, or Baptized church of Christ 


Designation given to groups of Baptists in Kentucky, Illinois 
and Missouri, organized in 1807, opposed to slavery and adopting 
rules as to’ membership of slaveholders.

During the colonial period many of the paoe tet groups held 
the Arminian or anti-Calvinistic principles of the General |

Some of 
these Baptist groups in the Middle West kept the name, General 
Baptists, and organized, in 1870, the General association of 
General Baptists.

A Rhode Island group of General Baptists organized in 1653 
and spreading to other states.

16 Primitive Baptists+ 

An extremely conservative group known as “Hard shell" and 
"Anti-mission” Baptists, consisting of independent groups with- 
out any general organization. They do not believe in missions 
and practice footwashing. 


17 Seventh-day Baptists+ 

A group of Baptists distinguished by their observance of 
the seventh day instead of the first day as the Sabbath, organ- 
ized in Rhode Island in 1671. The General conference was organ- 
ized in 1802. 

There are now ten or more ae Baptist denominations, 
each observing the seventh day. This heading is used both as a 
general heading covering all groups and for the particular de- 
nominational body known as the Seventh-day Baptists. 


18 Southern Baptist association 

Organized in 1876 by "delegates from associations, confer- 
ences and other religious bodies of the Baptist faith separated 
from the larger Baptist denominations, on account of our opposi- 
tion to the doctrines of predestination and of close communion.” 
(from its Constitution). 


i9 National Baptist convention of the United States of America 
Organization of Negro Baptists incorporated in 1915. To be 
distinguished from the National Baptist convention of America, 
an "unincorporated" negro body. 


20 United Free will Baptist society 


Organized in 1814 by John Elliott and Samuel Stevens. Had 
church in Philadelphia. Apparently associated with the Free 
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20 United Free will Baptist society [Continued] 
Baptist movement in New England. Cf. Elliott and Stevens. Dis- 
cipline and hymns, 1819. ;

Negro body organized in 1901. 


BRETHREN-GERMAN BAPTIST BRETHREN 


22 Church of the brethrent 

Organized in 1708, in Germany by a group of Pietists under 
the leadership of Alexander Mack. Persecuted, they came to 
America in 1719, settling in Germantown, Pa., and spreading to 
other states. They are known as German Baptist brethren, Dunkers 

% or Dunkards. 

There are now (1940) four separate bodies: Church of the 
brethren, the main.body, called also Conservative Dunkers; Old 
German Baptist brethren or Old order Dunkers; the Brethren 
church (Progressive Dunkers); and the Church of God (New Dunkers). 

The above heading is used for general works on all branches 
and for the particular present main body. 


23 Brethren church 
Progressive Dunkers, separated from the Church of the 
brethren in 1882. 


24. Ephrata comnunity+ 
A Seventh-day German Baptist community organized in 1732 
and flourishing in the 18th century. 


29 Old German Baptist brethren 
Body withdrawing in 1881 from the Church of the brethren, 
also known as the Old order German Baptist brethren. 


26 Seventh-day German Baptists 
A group withdrawing from the German Baptist brethren in 
Pennsylvania in 1728; in 1732 removed to Ephrata, organizing 
the community there; almost extinct, 3 churches only report- 
ing in U.S. Census: Religious bodies, 1936. 


BRETHREN, RIVER 


29 River Brethren 
Name applied to several independent groups of Lutheran, 
Mennonite and Baptist descent in Lancaster county, Pa.; 
Jacob Engles, first minister; comprised, in 19356, three 
groups: Brethren in Christ; Old order Brethren (Yorker Breth- 
ren); and United Zion's children. 
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30 Brethren ingchri str ' ss 
Main group of River Brethren first ayaeen about 1820 and 
called River Brethren. Later the name Brethren in Christ was 
adopted. Not to be confused with the Mennonite Brethren in 
Christ formed by the union, in 1883, of two small groups; one, 
the Evangelical united Mennonites, and a small independent group 
of River Brethren. 


ol Old order Brethren (Yorker Brethren) 
Group, mainly residing in York county, Pa., withdrawing in 
1843 from the River Brethren. 
Not to be confused with the Old Lorder] German Baptist 
brethren. 


CHRISTIANS-DISCIPLE£S 


36 Christians (Denomination) 

The name "Christians” has been extensively used by two de= 
nominational bodies, both Congregational in polity, viz. 

1. By the denomination founded by Alexander Campbell. For 
this body see Disciples of Christ. 

2. By the denomination originating in ‘three independent 
movements in North Carolina, Vermont, and Kentucky and later com- 
‘ing together under the American Christian convention. For this 
body see Christian church. 


Oly Christian church 

This name is used for the denomination, congregational in 
polity, formerly designated as "Christians" or "Christian 
(Christian connection)". In 1916 the name Christian church 
(American Christian convention) was formally adopted identifying 
the denomination with its general business organization, and in 
1922, this was changed to Christian church (General convention 
of the Christian church), the business organization taking the 
new name. 

It owes its origin to three independent movements in the 
early 19th century in Virginia, in Vermont and in Kentucky. 

In 1931, a union with the Congregationalists was completed 
by joint action of the National council of Congregational churches 
and the General convention of the Christian church, the two or- 
ganizations merging into the General council of the Congregation- 
al and Christian churches of the United States. 


37a Christian church (Southern separation, 1854-1890) 


Separation of southern churches from the Christian church 
(American Christian convention) in 1854, rejoining it in 1890. 
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38 Christian congregation 
Denominational body preemie at Kokomo, Ind. in 1899. 


39 «Churches of Christ (hieeintess 
The conservative wing of the Disciples of Christ, since 
1906, reporting as a distinct organization. 


40 Disciples of Christt+ 

First organized in 1809, as the Christian association of 
Washington, Pa., by Thomas Campbell and his son, Alexander 
Campbell, who withdrew from the Associate synod of North 
America. Shortly afterward, this association joined the Red- 
stone Baptist association, but later withdrew and joined the 
Mahoning Baptist association which was disbanded as an 
ecclesiastical body in 1829. In 1832, Barton W. Stone of 
Kentucky, one of the leaders of the "Christians" came into 
relation with Alexander Campbell and a partial union was 
effected in Lexington, Ky. 

‘ No action was taken as to a name, both "Christians" and 
"Disciples" being used, the local organization being known 
generally as a "Christian church” or a "Church of Christ", or, 
occasionally, as a "Church of Disciples” or a “Disciples 
church." As a denomination it is now generally listed under 
Disciples of Christ. 


CONGREGATIONAL AND CHRISTIAN CHURCHES 


a4 Congregational and Christian churches 

In 1929, by the action of the National council of Congre- 
gational churches in the United States and of the General con- 
vention of the Christian church, a plan of union for the work 
of the two denominations was adopted and on June 27, 1931, by 
joint action, these two executive bodies were merged into the 
General council of the Congregational and Christian churches of 
the United States. This new body was chartered as a corpora- 
tion in 1933. / 

As the term Congregational and Christian churches does not 
represent a corporate body and another merger is proposed, 
UTS decided to continue, for the present, the entry of state 
conventions and their local associations as already set up 
before the merger under the heading Congregationalists. U.S. 

Regional organizations transcending state bounds (mainly 
from the Christian church), and general executive organiza- 
tions are entered under their own names. 
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44a General council of the Congregational and Christian 

churches of the United States 
Merger, in 1931, of the National council of Congrega- 

tional churches in the United States, with the General con- 
vention of the Christian church. Chartered in 19335. Both 
of the former organizations were continued for a time for 
legal purposes, but the administrative work was transferred 
to the new body in 1931.

Created in 1937, taking over in June the work of the 
following boards: .

Denomination, congregational in polity, dating back to 
the 16th century Separatist movement in England in which 
Robert Browne, and later, John Robinson, were leaders, both 
of whom with their followers, emigrated to Holland. From 
this group the Pilgrim fathers, coming to Plymouth in 160, 
founded the first Congregational church in America, and modi- 
fied by Puritan influence, Congregational churches became 
dominant in New England. 

A general council or convention for the U.S. met at 
Albany in 1852, a national council met at Boston Poco, a0 
in 1871, the first National council of the Congregational 
churches in the United States was called. This National 
council became the permanent executive body of the denomi- 
nation. 

In 1931, by joint action of the executive bodies of the 
two denominations the National council of Congregational 
churches in the United States and the General convention of 
the Christian church merged, and a new executive body, the 
General council of the Congregational and Christian churches 
of the United States was created. 
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45a National council of Congregational epee in the 
United States 
The general executive organization of the Congregational 
churches in the United States, organized 1871. In 1931 
merzed with the General convention of the Christian church 
forming the General council of the Congregational and 
Christian churches of the United States. 


46 - S§trict Congregational churches of Connecticut 
{+Strict Congregational churches in Connecticut] 
Group of Separatists in Connecticut holding a convention 
in 1781, which drew up a profession of faith and discipline. 


EPISCOPAL CHURCHES 


48 Evangelical Episcopal church 
A schism from the Protestant Episcopal church in the U.S.A., 
started by a man named Dashiels. It lived long enough to 
promulgate a liturgy. 


49 Protestant Episcopal church in the U.S.A.+ 
Organized, in 1789, by churches in the colonies formerly 
under the care of the Church of England and its Society for 
the propagation of the gospel in foreign parts. The General 
convention, meeting triennially, was formed the same year. 


50 Reformed Episcopal churcht+ 
In 1873, withdrew from the Protestant Episcopal church 
in protest over ritualistic tendencies, under the leadership 
of Bishop Cummings. 


EVANGELICAL DE&NOKINATIONS 


53 Evangelical and Reformed church+ 
Formed in 1934 by the union of the Evangelical synod of 
North America and the Reformed church in the United States. 


54 Evangelical association [+ Evangelical association of North America] 

Founded about 1800 among the Pennsylvania Germans by 

Jacob Albright. Arminian in doctrine, episcopal in govern- 

ment. In 1922 merged with the United evangelical church which 

had seceded in 1891, the united body taking the name: 

Evangelical church. 
Name, Evangelical association of North America, is used 

in official publications, a name recommended for adoption, 

but never legally passed and in the enabling act, 1922, it is 

given as Evangelical association. 
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Evangelical church+ 
Formed, in/1922, by the merger of the Evangelical asso- 
ciation and the United Evangelical church. A merger with the 
Church of the United brethren in Christ was proposed in 1942, 
forming in 1946, the Evangelical United brethren church. 


Evangelical congregational church+ 
Composed of a remnant of the United evangelical church 
refusing to enter the union with the Evangelical association 
which formed the Evangelical church in 1922, 


Evangelical free church of America 

At the time of the union of the Swedish Ansgarii synod 
and the Mission synod in 1885, the congregations which did not 
join this consolidation, united in an organization known as 
the Swedish evangelical free mission, later known as the 
Swedish evangelical free church of the United States of America, 
and reporting in 1936, as The Evangelical free church of 
America. 


Evangelical Protestant church of North America 

. Formed, in 1911, by the consolidation of the German evan- 
gelical protestant ministers' association and the German 
evangelical ministers' conference, both Congregational organiza- 
tions holding the general position of the Protestant union in 
Germany; mostly west of the Alleghany mountains. 

In 1925, this body came under the National council of Con- 

gregational churches as the pvanvelical Protestant conference 
of Congregational churches. 


Evangelical Protestant conference of Congregational churches 
In 1925, the Evangelical Protestant church of North 
America came under the National council of the Congregational 
churches as the Evangelical Protestant conference of Congre- 
gational churches, and in 1931 became a conference under the 
General council of Congregational and Christian churches. 


Evangelical synod of North America+ 
Independent synods were formed by ministers from the 
German United churches between 1840-1877. In 1877, these synods 
united forming the German Evangelical synod of North America, 
later dropping the word German. In 1934, this synod united 
with the Reformed church in the United States to form the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed church. 


Norwegian and Danish evanzelical free church association of 
North America 
Organized in 1910, as an overhead body, by representatives 
of two regional associatioris, Eastern, and Middle West, pre- 
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61 Norwegian and Danish evangelical free ‘church association of 
North America [Continued] 
viously organized by Scandinavians in the United States in 
sympathy with the Norwegian and Danish free churches. 


62 United Evangelical church 
Seceded from the Evangelical association and organized as 


independent body October 1891. Same in doctrine and government 
as Evangelical association and, in 1922, reunited with it as 
the Evangelical church. A minority in the United Evangelical 
church, refusing to enter this merger, edges the name: Evan- 


Bakes congregational church. 


£63 Hvangelical United *eSinren church 
A plan of union by a “Joint commission on church federation 


and union of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ and of 
the Zvangelical church” was submitted, in 1942, to the two 
churches for action and carried through in 1946. 


FRIENDS, SOCIETY OF 


64 Friends, Society of+ 
Under this undifferentiated heading UTS has entered only 


general material on the Friends not restricted -to a particular 
country, adding country subheadings for material restricted 

to a single country. LC enters directly under the general 
heading all regional organizations, irrespective of country. 


65 Friends, Society of. U.S. fFriends, Society of] 
This heading is used for general material on Friends in 


the United States and for all material on the Orthodox Bron 
from which other groups have withdrawn. 

Reports of the yearly and monthly meetings of both Ortho- 
dox and Hicksite Friends are arranged in a single alphabetical 
file by name of the meeting used as subheading, e.g., Friends, 
Society of. U.S. Baltimore yearly meeting, adding (Ilicksites) 


to differentiate this grour. 
The General conference of the Orthodox Friends is called 


Five years meeting or Quinquennial conference. 


67 Friends, Society of. U.S. (Hicksites) [+Friends, Society of 


(Hicksite)] 

The Unitarian controversy led to division among the 
Friends, the Orthodox party insisting upon the deity of Christ. 
The Liberal Friends, led by Hlias Hicks reaffirmed the "Light 
within" and stood for toleration. 

The first division was in the Philadelphia yearly meeting 
in 1827, and divisions in the yearly meetings in New York, Ohio, 
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Friends, Society of. U.S. (Hicksites) [+Friends, Society of 


(Hicksite)] [Continued] 

Indiana, and Baltimore soon followed. The Illinois and 
Genesee meetings were organized later. The General conference 
formerly called "Seven yearly meetings" (in 1940 only six 
yearly meetings) is held biennially. 


Friends, Society of. U.S. (Wilburites) 


The liberal position of the English Friend, Joseph John 
Gurney, who visited America, gained much support among the 
Orthodox Friends. Led by John Wilbur, a violent opposition 
to Gurney's influence was aroused, especially in New England, 
resulting in the following divisions in the Orthodox yearly 
meetings: New England in 1845; Ohio in 1854; Indiana, Kansas, 
Iowa in 1877 and 1879; North Carolina in 1904. 

The Wilburites are also known as Orthodox conservative 


Friends. 


Congregational Friends . 


A movement of liberal Friends inviting to fellowship all 
who hold opinions not inconsistent with the Word of God. 

Yearly meetings were organized at Waterloo, N.Y. in 1848, 
and at Green Plain, Ohio, in 1849. Other yearly meetings, 
all a part of the same movement, adopted the name Progressive 
Friends. No longer existing as a separate organization. 


Free Quakers 


A party disowned for taking active part in the American 
Revolution, called "Fighting Quakers." 


Progressive Friends [+Friends, Society of (Progressive) ] 


Yearly meetings similar in purpose to Congregational 
Friends, adopting the name Progressive Friends, were organized 
in Michigan in 1848, in Pennsylvania in 1853, in Salem, Ohio, 
and at Milton, Ulster County, N.Y. No longer existing as a 
separate organization.

Assemblies of God, General council of the 


A Pentecostal church. organized.in 1914. Headquarters:

Central Evangelical holiness association 


Organized in New England about 1895. In 1896, merged with 
the Association of Pentecostal churches of America, which later 
became the Church of the Nazarene. 
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Church of Christ, Holiness, U.S.A. 

Organized in 1894 by C.P. Jones, a colored Baptist 
preacher. The first church was at Jackson, Miss., others were 
formed in Va. and N.C. Its National publishing board is in 
Los Angeles, Calif. 


Church of God (Holiness church) 

First organized in Monroe co., Tenn. in 1886, under tne 
name Christian union; in 1902, reorzunized under name Holiness 
church, and again in 1907, changed its name to Church of God. 

Headquarters: Cleveland, Tenn. 


Churches of God (Holiness) 
Organized 1914, around K.H. Burruss of Atlanta, Ga., who 
preached "entire sinctification." 
Overhead body, National convention of the Churches of 
God, Holiness, organized in 1922, Headquarters: Atlanta, Ga. 


Congregational holiness church 
A separation from the Pentecostal holiness church in 1921. 


Church of the Nazarene+ 

In 1896 two groups emphaszing spiritual holiness, the 
Association of Pentecostal churches of America (org. 1895 in 
New York, and the New England group, Central Evangelical 
holiness association, united as the Association of Pentecostal 
churches of America. In Los Angeles, the First church of the 
Nazarene, built in 1895, was the forerunner of a number of 
similar churches throuzhout the West. In 1907, these Western 
churches united with the Eastern organization, a general con- 
vention was called, and the denominational name: Pentecostal 
church of the Nazarene, was chosen. In 1919, this name was 
changed to Church of the Nazarene. 


Fire-baptized holiness church 
Organized in 1899 at Clinton, S.C. 
United with the Pentecostal holiness church in 1911. Nof 
same as Fire baptized holiness church of God of the Americas, 
a colored organization led by W.E. Fuller. 


Free church of God in Christ 
A holiness denomination, first called Church of God in 
Christ, having its beginning in 1915, at Enid, Okla. under 
J.H. Morris. In 1921, estabiished headquarters at Memphis, Tenn. 
and affiliated with another Holiness group having same name, 
(the negro organization under Elder C.H. Mason?). After 4 years 
of fellowship, withdrew and took the new name: Free church of 
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Free church of God in Christ [Continued] 


God in Christ. 


Holiness Christian church + 


Methodistic, merged in 1912, with the International holi- 
ness church [i.e. International apostolie holiness union] 
U.S. Census: Religious bodies, 1936. V.2, p.1369] 


Holiness church 


A movement started in Southern California by Hardin 
Wallace and other Methodists. In 1896, the various holiness 
bands were incorporated as the Holiness church. The movement 
spread into Kansas and Tennesee. 


Pentecostal assemblies of the world 


Outgrowth of a revival about 1901, in Kansas and Texas, 
spreading to Los Angeles. Churches known as Apostolic Faith 
assembly, Full gospel assembly or Mission, Assembly of God, 
etc., were later incorporated under the above name. Head- 
quarters: Indianapolis, Ind.

The form of heading given below is the heading actually used 
in the catalog of UTS or LC. A complete list of synods with 
historical notes is given in the Lutheran world Almanac, 1931- 
1933. The names given below do not always conform to the names 
given as “official or otherwise” in it. It would seem more con- 
venient to list all synods which are not general bodies under a 
form heading under which each synod is arranged in a single 
alphabet by the regional or other significant name by which it 
is known. 

The Library of Congress has printed history cards for many 
Lutheran bodies. Only the author entry for these bodies is given 
here, followed by the serial number by which the history card 
may be ordered from the Library of Congress.

Mennonites+

morality. 


Mennonites in America 
Used as subject heading for the denominational group owing 
its origin to Swiss and German Mennonite refugees settling in 
Pennsylvania in the late 17th century and spreading “West and 
North to Canada. The local churches are for the most part 
autonomous. Mennonites are divided into many small bodies, each 
listed as a separate denomination. 


Amish Mennonite church 
A @ivision in the Mennonite group in Hurope due to the 

leadership of Jacob Amron, or Amen, who insisted upon greater 
strictness in both doctrine and discipline, took place avout 
1693. Emigrants from the two groups coming to America, com- 
posed their differences and formed the Mennonite church, but 

in recent times Amish sympathizers broke away, forming indepen- 
dent groups. The above heading is used for general works on the 
Amish groups. . 


Amish Mennonite church, Conservative 


A small Amish group organizing, in 1910, an independent annual 


conference. 


Amish Mennonite church, Old order 
Organized about 1865. They have no annual conference, 
worship in private houses, and wear a distinctive costume. 


Amish Mennonite church, Old order (Wisler) 
Separation from the Mennonite church in 1870, led by Jacob 
Wisler in oprosition to "innovations" regarded as unorthodox. 


Central conference of Mennonites 
An offshoot from the Amish Mennonite church, led by Joseph 
Stucker, organized as an indeoendent conference, in 1899, under 
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Central conference of Mennonites [Continued] 
the name: Gentral Illinois conference of i.ennonites. In 1914, 
the name was changed to Central conference Mennonite Ghurei. 
listed in U.S. census: Religious bodies, 1956, as Central 
conference of Mennonites. 
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Church of God as organized by Christ 
Organized in 1886 by P.J. Kaufman, a member of the 
Mennonite brethren in Christ, as a protest against eccle- 
siastical divisions. 
Not the same as the Church of God in Christ (Mennonite) 


organized in 1859, by J. Holdeman. 


General conference of the Mennonite church of North America 
Organization of Mennonites favoring more leniency in dis- 
cipline, dating from 1860. . 


Hutterite brethren+ 
Followers of Jacob Huter, an Anabaptist burned at stake in 


1536, were driven into Moravia and finally to Russia and 
Raneniae In 1874, emigrating to America, a group settled in 
South Dakota, spreading into Canada. The American organization 
is listed in the U.S. Census: Religious bodies, 1936, under the 
name: ES TS brethren, Mennonites. 


Mennonite brethren in Christ 
In 1858 this group, disowned by the Mennonite church, 
organized as Evangelical Mennonites. It reorganized and con- 
solidated with other groups under various names, viz: Re- 
formed Mennonites, United Mennonites, and Evangelical united 
Mennonites; finally, in 1883, united with a small body called 
Brethren in Christ, under the new name: Mennonite bre thren in 


Christ. 


Mennonite church 
The fargest Mennonite group. Its overhead organization is 
the "General conference.* Do not confuse with another.Mennonite 
group, the "General conference of the Mennonite church of North 
America.

Reformed Mennonite church 
Organized in 1812, under the leadership of Francis Herr and 


his son, John, who labored for purity of teaching and strict 
discipline. An ultraconservative group. 
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African Methodist Episcopal Church+ 
Organized in 1816, in Philadelphia by colored members of the 
Methodist Episcopal church; after the Civil war, extended rapidly 
throughout the South. 


African Methodist Episcopal Zion Church+ 
Organized in 1821, in New York City, independently of the 
Methodist Episcopal church by colored members who had already 
built a separate church called Zion church. 


African union Methodist Protestant church 
Formed in 1866, by a union between the First colored Methodist 
Protestant church and the African union church. 


Bible Christian church 
English Methodist sect represented by missionaries from 
England in Ohio and other places, establishing some churches but 
having no general organization in the United States. 


Colored Methodist Episcopal church+ 
Organized in 1870, by colored members of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, South, who became by mutual consent a separate 
ecclesiastical organization. : 


Conference of independent Methodist churches in the United States 


Organization, in 1861, of a group of churches in New York, 
New Jersey, and New England; independent in polity, but Methodist 
in doctrine. No long:r reported. 


Congregational Methodist church+ 
Orgenized in 1852, by the withdrawal in Georgia from the 
Methodist Episcopal chureh, South, of a number of ministers ob- 
jecting to episcopacy and itinerancy. 


Free Methodist church of North America [+Free Methodist church J 
Organized in 1860, by fundamentalists in the Genesege con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal church who were expelled for 
their protest against the new school of Methodism. Called 
also, Free Methodist church. 


Methodist church (United States)+ : 
Union, in 1939, of the Methodist Zpiscopal church, the 
Methodist Episcopal church, South, and the Methodist Protestant 
church. 


Methodist Episcopal church+ 
Wesleyan methodist preachers from Ireland and England were 
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Methodist Episcopal church+ (Continued) 


sent over. by John Wesley before the Revolution. The first con- 
ference was organized in Philadelphia in 1773. In 1784, this 
conference became the Methodist Episcopal church, accepted the 
liturgy which John Wesley had adapted from the Book of common 
prayer, and issued its first Book of discipline. In 1939, 
united with the Methodist Episcopal church, South, and the 
Methodist Protestant church to form the Methodist church. 


Methodist Episcopal church, Southt+

holding states. United in 1939, with the Methodist Protestant 
church and the Methodist Episcopal church to form the Methodist 


church. 


Methodist Protestant church+ 


Organized in 1830, by associated Methodist churches which 
had split from-the Methodist Episcopal church, in 1828, over 
the question of representation of the laity. Jn 1858, the 
organization divided, forming the Methodist Protestant church, 
South, and the Methodist Protestant church, North, the Northern 
division changing its name, in 1866, to Methodist church. In 
1876, they reunited under the old name: Methodist Protestant 
church. In 1939, united with the Methodist Episcopal church and 
the- Methodist Episcopal church, South, to form the Methodist 


church. 


Methodist Protestant church, North 


The Methodist’ Protestant church was split into two bodies . 
in 1858, over the slavery question, forming: the Methodist Pro- 
testant church, South, and the Methodist Protestant church, 
North. In 1866, the Northern division uniting with some Wes- 
leyans and other Methodists, changed its name to Methodist 
church. In 1876, this church reunited with the Southern division 
under the old name: Methodist Protestant church. | 


Methodist church (Methodist Protestant church, North) 1866-1876 


The Northern non-slaveholding section of the Methodist 
Protestant. church, in 1858, organized independently as the 
Methodist Protestant church, North. In 1866, this section was 
joined. by other Methodists holding the same views, and the 
name Methodist church was adopted. The membership, however, 
consisted largely of members of the Methodist Protestant church, 
North. In 1876, this body was reunited with the Southern 
section under the old name: Methodist Protestant church.

Methodist society 


Organized and incorporated in 1820, by a group of seceders 
from the Methodist Episcopal church led by Dr. W. M. Stilwell. 
Established a church in New York city, in Chrystie Street, and 
another in Sullivan Street, also, churches in Long Island, 
Connecticut, New Jersey, and other parts of New York. As a re- 
sult of the agitation for congregational independence, the 
church in Chrystie Street with Dr. Stilwell as minister, de- 
clared itself independent and existed until his death in 1851. 
The other churches gradually merged with other denominations, and 
with the organization of the Methodist Protestant church the Metho- 
dist society ceased to exist. ‘ 


Primitive Methodist church of the United States of America 


The Primitive Methodist church. arose in England from a divi- 
sion in the Wesleyan body over the camp-meeting methods intro- 
duced by an American, Lorenzo Dow. These "Camp meeting Metho- 
dists" formed a new organization in 1810, calling themselves 
Primitive Methodists. 

The American.denomination was formed bY the emigration to 
America of groups of Primitive Methodists, who established in 
1840, an independent conference in the United States. 


Reformed Methodist church 


A small group splitting from the Methodist Episcopal -church 
in 1814, on the question of organization. 


Wesleyan Methodist connection of America 


Organized in 1843, by abolitionists seceding from the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church. After the Civil war it stressed entire 
sanctification and the prohibition of the liquor traffic.

Calvinistic Methodist church in the U.S.A. 


First congregation organized in 1824, by Welsh Calvinistic 
Methodists in Remsen township, New York state. A presbytery was 
soon established. Name: Calvinistic Methodist church in the 
U.S.A. officially adopted in 1907. In 1920, this church, con- 
sisting of 5 synods and 10 presbyteries, merged with the Presby- 
terian church in the U.S.A. 


Popular name given the followers of Joseph Smith to whom the 
Book of Mormon was miraculously revealed, In 1830, he founded a 
church at Fayette, N.Y. Driven west with his followers, he died 
in Illinois in 1844, and after his death his church was broken 
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Mormons [Continued] 


up into factions. They call themselves Latter-day saints, and 
are now divided into six groups. 


Church of Jesus Christ of latter-day saints+ 


Mormon body, after Joseph Smith's death in 1844, organized 
by Brigham Young, as Smith's successor. This.group emigrated to 
Salt Lake City, settling there and practicing polygamy. 


Reorganized church of Jesus Christ of latter-day saints+ 


Church reorganized, in 1844, by the son of Joseph Smith upon 
the death of his father when the original church was divided. 
They claim to be the true successors of Smith, repudiating the 
polygamy of Brigham Young's followers.

Cumberland Presbyterian church 


A division in opinion regarding the attitude towards revivals 
which were carried to excess in the Cumberland Presbytery, 
resulted, in 1806, in the dissolution of this presbytery by the 
Presbyterian church in the U.S.A. The presbytery organized an 
unofficial “council™ which continued from Dec. 1805 to Feb. 4th, 
1810, when it reorganized as an independent presbytery. This 
presbytery developed into the Cumberland Presbyterian church. In 
1906, the main body united with the Presbyterian church in the 


U.S.A. <A small minority remained outside and continues as the 


Cumberland Presbyterian church. 


Presbyterian church in the U.S.A.+ 


Presbytery of Philadelphia organized in 1705. 

Synod of Philadelphia organized in 1716, the Presbytery of 
Philadelphia becoming one of the four synods under it. 

Synod of New York ("new side”) organized in 1745, in the "old 
side™ and "new side” controversy, in opposition to the Synod of 
Philadelphia. In 1758, the Synod of New York joined the Synod of 
Philadelphia under the name: Synod of New York and Philadélphia 
[1758-1788]. In 1788 the present General assembly was organized 
and the name became Presbyterian church in the United States of 
America. From the years 1837 to 1870, the church was divided into 
two factions, the New school and the Old school, each party having 
its own General assembly and both retaining the name: Presbyterian 
church in the United States of America. The two groups were re=- 
united Nov., 1869. Under this heading is included all material 
on the Old school division. 
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Presbyterian church in the U.S.A. Synod of New York and 

Philadelphia 

In 1716, the Synod of Philadelphia was organized as an over- 
head body ion which the Presbytery of Philadelphia came. In 
1745, the "new side” controversy divided the synod, a new Synod 
of New York being created by the "new side" adherents. In 1758, 
the two synods united under the name: Synod of New York and 
Philadelphia. At the organization of the Presbyterian church in 
the U.S.A. in 1788, the Synod of Philadelphia again became a 
separate synod. 


Presbyterian church in the U.S.A. Synod of New York and New Jersey 
This synod was erected at the organization of the Presby- 
terian church in 1788, by a division of the former Synod of New 
York and Philadelphia, when the Synod of Philadelphia was again 
erected as a separate synod. Divided in 1825 into 2 synods: 
Synod of New York, and Synod of New Jersey. These both remained 
"Old school" Rae during the division. 


Presbyterian church in the U.S.A. Synod of New York, 1745-1758 
New side™ split from the Synod of Philadelphia in 1745. 
The two synods united in 1758 as the Synod of New York and Phila- 
delphia. 


Presbyterian church in the U.S.A. (New school)+ 
The liberal wing in the Presbyterian church in the U.S.A. 
organized as an independent body in 1837, retaining the name 
held by the other division. These two groups reunited in Nov. 
1869. 


Presbyterian church in the U.S.+ 

In 1858, over the subject of slavery, the southern New 
school faction of the Presbyterian church in the U.S.A. split 
from the Northern body and organized under the name: United synod 
of the Presbyterian church, South. In 1861, the 01d School 
party also split, the southern members forming the Presbyterian 
church in the Confederate states of America. The union of these 
two southern bodies took place in 1864, constituting the Presby- 
terian church in the United States, commonly known as Presby- 
terian church, South. 


United Presbyterian church of North Americat 
Orzanized in 1858, by the union of the Associate Reformed 
church in North America and the Associate synod of North 
America.

Organized in 1858, by the southern New school Presby- 
terians.

314 Reformed Presbyterian church in North America 


Known as the Covenanter church. The congregations in the 
colonies under the Covenanting or Reformed presbytery of Scot- 
land, in 1774, organized independently as the Reformed presby- 
tery of America. ‘When this presbytery voted, in 1782, to enter 
the union forming the Associate Reformed Synod of Philadelphia, 


a few congregations without pastors did not enter it. These 
were directed by a Committee of the Reformed presbytery of Scot- 


land until 1798. In that year a new Reformed presbytery of 
America was organized by these congregations, which, in 1809, 
became the Synod of the Reformed Presbyterian church of North 
America. The distinctive tenet of this church is its attitude 
towards civil government, refusing any recognition of civil 
authority not making express avowal of Christ as the head of the 
state. In 1833, it split over this question. The side refusing 
to allow its members to exercise any of the duties of citizen- 
ship, retained the name: Synod of the Reformed Presbyterien 
church of North America; the other body became the General synod 
of the Reformed Presbyterian church in North America. (Reed, 
R.C. History of the Presbyterian church of the world, p. 331)

In 1809 the new Reformed presbytery of America was reor- 
ganized as the Synod of the Reformed Presbyterian church of North 
America.

In 1753, a presbytery was organized under 
the name: Associate presbytery of Pennsylvania, and in 1778. the 
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319 Associate Presbyterian church of North America [Continued] 
Associate presbytery of New York was organized, both under the 
Associate synod of Scotland. In 1782, these bodies united with 
the Reformed presbytery of America, forming the Associate Re- 
formed synod of Philadelphia, which later became the Associate 
Reformed church in North America. 

A-few members of the Associate presbytery of Pennsylvania 
refused to enter the union, and this presbytery continued to 
exist. In 1798, another presbytery, the Associate presbytery of 
Kentucky was formed. These two presbyteries united in 1801, to 
form the Associate synod of North America, both presbyteries con- 
tinuing under the Associate synod of Scotland until 1818. In 
1858, this synod joined with the Associate Reformed church in 
North America, the new organization taking the name: United Pres- 
byterian church of North America. A small body consisting of 
four presbyteries remained outside continuing the Associate synod, 
now known as the Associate Presbyterian church. It is listed in 
the U.S. Census: Religious bodies, 1936, as Synod of the Asso- » 
ciate Presbyterian church of North America.

The minority in 1801, 
entered the union forming the Associate synod of North America. 


BPS Associate Reformed church in North Americat 

Formed originally in 1782, by the union of the Reformed pres- 
bytery of America and the Associate presbyteries of New York ara 
Pennsylvania, as the Associate Reformed synod of Philadelphia. 
A little later, this became the Associate Reformed church in North 
America, and in 1804, consisted of a general synod and four sub- 
ordinate synods, New York, Philadelphia, Synod of the Yiest, and 
Synod of the Carolinas.

In 1822, the Associate Reformed church in North America 
merged with the Presbyterian church in the U.S.4. Some members 
of the synods of New York and of the West, however, refused to 
enter this union and continued.as independent synods until 1855.

issued under the name: Associate Reformed Presbyterian synod. 

In 1913, the name Associate Reformed Presbyterian church was 
adopted by the synod and in 1935, the synodical organization was 
changed to a general synod. Since that date it has been known as 
the General synod of the Associate Reformed Presbyterian church.

A minority, refusing to accept 
this agreement, organized the Free Magyar Reformed church in 
America.

Originally under the classis of Amsterdam of the Synod of 
North Holland of the Nederlandsche hsrvormds kerk.

a "coetus” of the “preachers and elders in the provinces of 
New York and New Jersey” was organized, meeting annually, while 
a rival "conferentie”™ existed from 1755 to 1767.

1867, the name was changed to Reformed church in America. 


335 Reformed church in the United States+ 

Organized in 1793, as a synod calling itself the Synod of the 
German Reformed church of the United States of North America. 

In 1824, the Ohio classis split off and became an independent 
synod known as the Synod of Ohio and adjacent states, or, the 
Western synod, while the original synod was unofficially called 
the Eastern synod. The Free synod of Pennsylvania and anotner 
synod, Ohio, also split off but returned to the Eastern synod. 

In 1863, a union was effected between the Eastern and Western 
synods and the General convention, as an overhead body, was or- 
ganized. The two synods then became subordinate synods of the 
German Reformed church in the United States. After the union the 
Bastern synod continued to use the name Synod’ of the Reformed i 
church in the United States until 1889, when it officially adopted 
the name: Eastern synod. \ 

In 1869, the word "German" was officially dropped but the 
church is popularly known as the German Reformed church, In 1934, 
merged with the Evangelical synod of North America to form the 
Evangelical and Reformed church.

, given. From 1808-1869, by the act uniting the two kingdoms, 
‘the official name was United church of England and Ireland. In

Church in Wales 


By the Welsh church act passed by Parliament in 1914, 

which became effective in 1920, the -:six Welsh dioceses of the 
Church of England: Bangor, Llandaff, Monmouth, St. Asaph, 
St. Davids, Swansea and Brecon, were erected into a new pro- 
vince, independent of the province of Canterbury. under which, 
to this date, they had been.

Free church of England

Baptists. England+ 


The Baptist movement in England influenced by the Anabap- 
tist and Mennonite refugees in England, took two forms: 

1. Followers of John Smyth who was excommunicated for his 
views opposing infant baptism, organized the first General Bap- 
tist church in London in 1611. The General Baptists, also 
called Regular Baptists, were anti-Calvinistic in doctrine. 

2. The other group, Calvinistic Baptists, or Particular Bap- 
tists, organized a church in London in 1633. 

The present administrative body for the Particular Bap- 
tists is the Baptist union of Great Britain and Ireland, 
organized in 1812. 

In 1891, an offshoot of the original General Baptists, the 
New connexion of General Baptists, united with the Particular 
Baptists, their churches coming into the Baptist union of 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

This term is used both in a general sense to cover all 
Baptists in England, and in a special sense to cover the works 
of the Particular Baptists or Baptists holding Calvinistic

Arose from a division among the English Wesleyans over 
the introduction of camp meeting methods by the American, 
Lorenzo Dow. This gave rise to the expulsion of a group of 
"camp meeting Methodists” from the regular Wesleyans in 1808, 
and the organization of a new independent body in 1810. The 
name Primitive Methodist was first adopted in 1812. Called 
Primitive Methodist connexion until 1902, later officially 
designated as "church". In 1932 merged as the United Metho- 
dist church and the Wesleyan Methodist church to form the 
Methodist church (England). 


Protestant Methodists 
Organized in 1828, into a separate body, at first assuming 
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Protestant Methodists [Continued] : 
the name: Non-conformist Methodists. With the expulsion of 
the Warren group in 1834 from the Wesleyan Methodist connexion, 
the Wesleyan Methodist association was organized, absorbing 
most of the Protestant Methodists. This association, in 1857, 
with the remaining Protestant Methodists was merged in the 
United Methodist free churches.

450 Plymouth brethren+ 
Sect originating in England and Ireland in which John 


Darby was prominent. First Haglish gathering was held at Ply- 
mouth in 1831. They were Trinitarians and premillenarians, 
but acknowledged no creeds. Also called Darbyites. The move- 
ment spread to other countries. | 


451 Positivists (Church of humanity) 

Under the leadership of Richard Congreve, a disciple of 
Comte (d. 1822) various English groups for worship were 
organized, known variously as Positivist school, Church of 
humanity (Positivist school), and Church of humanity. Annual 
conferences were held and activities centered about Congreve's 
church in Chapel street, London. 

The London Positivist committee was rormed by another 
group organized by Beesly, Bridges and Harrison about 1881, by 
followers of Lafitte, Comte's successor, not recognized by 
Congreve. In 1886, the name was changed to fnzglish Positivist 
committee and apparently changed back later. Loosely called 
also, London Positivist society.

In 1806, the General associate synod divided into "New lights", 
continuing the name General associate synod, and "Old lights", or- 
ganizing as the Constitutional associate presbytery. 

In 1820, a part of the General associate synod (‘New light” 
Anti-Burghers] united with the Associate synod.{1733-1820, "New 
light" Burghers] forming the United associate synod of the seces- 
sion church. The other part continued until 1827, when it united 
with the Constitutional associate presbytery to form the Associate 
synod of original seceders. 


Reformed Presbyterian church (Scotland) | 

Direct descendant of the Covenanters who refused to take oaths 
of civil allegiance in the Revolution settlement of 1690. Prac- 
tically wiped out by persecution they existed only in small groups 
known as "Cameronians", or "The societies" or "United societies." 
The first presbytery was organized in 17435 and had direct oversight 
of the Reformed presbytery of America. A synod was organized in 
1810. In 1863, the majority party voted to allow members to exer- 
cise the franchise, while the minority adhered to the original po- 
sition and formed a separate synod which is now the Reformed Pres- 
byterian church of Scotland. In 1876, the majority party united 
with the Free church of Scotland. . 

Before 1876, the church used the name Reformed Presbyterian 
church, and earlier was known as the Reformed presbytery, or the 
Reformed synod. It is popularly known as the Covenanter church. 

All entries for material before 1876, are under Reformed Pres- 
byterian church (Scotland). For the minority church after 1876, 
see Reformed Presbyterian church of Scotland. 


Reformed Presbyterian church of Scotland 
Formed in 1863, by a division of the Reformed Presbyterian 
church (Scotland). This, the minority synod at the division, ad- 
heres to the principle of political dissent and continues the 
church name. 


Relief church (Scotland) 

Formed in 1761, by secession from the Church of Scotland by 
Gillespie, Boston and Collier. In 1847, united with the United 
associate synod of the secession church to form the United Pres- 
byterian church (Scotland). 


Secession church (Scotland) 
General term applied to the groups originating in the seces- 
sion from the Church of Scotland led by Ebenezer Erskine in 1732 
forming the Associate synod, and to the numerous divisions of that 
branch which carry the term "associate" in their name. The general

472 United free church of Scotland+ . 
Formed in 1900, by a union of the majority party of the Free 
church of Scotland, and the United Presbyterian church. In 1929, 
the majority of this church united with the Church of Scotland, 
the remainder continuing as the United free church of Scotland. 


473 United original associate synod of the secession church 

Formed in 1842, by the union of the Associate synod of origi- 
nal seceders, and the remnant of the Associate synod [1799-1842, 
"Old light’ Burghers] not entering the union with the Church of 
Scotland in 1839. , 

Also known as the United associate synod of the secession 
church (not to be confused with the other church of that name 
formed by the union in 1820 of "New light” Burghers and "New light” 
Anti-Burghers, in existence, 1820-1847). 


474, United Presbyterian church (Scotland) 
Formed in 1847, by the union of the United associate synod of 
the secession church and the Relief church (Scotland). In 1900, 
united with the Free church of Scotland to form the United free 
church of Scotland.

477 Bereans 
Small sect of dissenters from the Church of Scotland founded 
in 1773, by John Barclay, who was excluded from the parish of 
Fettercairn.

The majority of the congrega- 
tions united in 1840 with the Synod of Ulster forming the General 
assembly of the Presbyterian church in Ireland. The few congrega- 
tions remaining outside continued the Associate synod of Ireland; 
also known as the Presbyterian synod of Ireland distinguished by 
the name Seceder. 


Presbyterian church in Ireland 
Dates from the Scottish emigration to Ulster in the 17th cen- 
tury. In 1840 the Synod of Ulster united with the majority of the 
Associate synod of Ireland forming the General assembly of the 
Presbyterian church in Ireland. 


Reformed Presbyterian church (Ireland) 
“Irish covenanting church. First presbytery organized in Vi9e, 
synod organized in 1811. ; 


Primitive Wesleyan Methodists of Ireland 
Seceded in 1816 from the Wesleyan Methodists, mainly over the 
administration of the Lord's supper. Reunited with the Wesleyans 
in 1878. 


Wesleyan Methodist church in Ireland 
Methodism was introduced into Ireland in 1747, and circuits 
and an Irish conference were established. In 1816, the Primitive 
Methodists seceded, reuniting with the main body in 1878.

The Upper Palatinate (rechts des Rheins) was 
annexed in 1623, the Lower or Rhine Palatinate, (links des Rheins), 
in 1777; and during the next years much of the territory was di- 
vided between France and other German states. In 1814-15, a part 
of the French territory which now constitutes the Rhine Palatinate 
was ceded to Bavaria. 

The Lutheran churches in Upper Bavaria were organized in 1809. 
In 1818, under the new constitution, a single "Protestantische 
Kirche", the Evangelische Landeskirche in Bayern, was created, 
consisting of three consistories and a synod, viz: for Upper Ba- 
varia, the two Lutheran consistories of Ansbach and Bayreuth, and 
a Reformed synod, Die Reformierte Synode des Kénigreichs Bayern; 
for the Rhein Palatinate, the consistory of Spires. 

In the reorganization of 1920, the two consistories, Ansbach 
and Bayreuth, were united as the Evangelisch-lutherische Landes- 
kirche in Bayern rechts des Rheins; the consistory of Spires takes 
the name, Unierte protestantische Kirche der Pfalz, or Pfalzische 
Landeskirche; while the Reformed synod becomes Die evangelisch- 
reformierte Kirche in Bayern, responsible to the Evangelisch- 
lutherische Landeskirche as to finance, otherwise, autonomous. 

Evangelische Landeskirche in Bayern is used for all works 
limited to Bavaria before 1818, for the "Protestantische Kirche" 
(1819-1920), for all works issued by the Oberconsistorium and for 
all publications dealing with the 3 consistories and the Reformed 
synod as a unit. 


516 Evangelische Landeskirche in Brandenburg+ 
Brandenburg, a former margraviate and electorate, became the 
kingdom of Prussia in 1701. In the organization of the Prussian 
churches in 1817, Brandenburg became a church province of the 
Prussian Landeskirche.

The Lower or Rhine Palatinate, 
annexed to Bavaria in 1777, after many political changes, was di- 
vided in 1814-15, a small portion going to Hesse-Darmstadt, Prus- 
sia acquiring the territory comprising its Rhine province, while 
what was left, the Rhine Palatinate, was ceded to Bavaria. Under 
Bavaria from 1818 - 1920 its church in the Lower Palatinate was 
organized as the Consistory of Spires, one of the four bodies under 

the Evangelische Landeskirche in Bayern (the Protestantische 
Kirche). In the reorganization of 1920, it was made one of the 
autonomous churches of the Bavarian state. Although the Palati- 
nate has been a center of Calvinism, its rulers have been Lutherans, 
Reformed and Catholic. The present church is "United." It is 
variously listed since 1920, under the following names: Unierte 
evangelische Kirche der Pfalz; Unierte protantische Kirche der 
Pfalz; Vereinigte evangelische protestantische Kirche der Pfalz; 
Pfalzische Landeskirche.

African Orthodox church 


Organized in 1921, by George Alexander McGuire, a priest in 
the Protestant Episcopal church, as an independent negro organiza- 
tion in sympathy with the American Catholic church [no. 823], 
McGuire receiving ordination as bishop through Abp. Vilatte. 


African Orthodox church of New York 


Negro church claiming spiritual communion with the American 
Catholic church, but independently organized. Headquarters: 
Christ ehurch cathedral, Brooklyn, N.Y. Listed in 1937 Yearbook 
of American churches as Afro-American church. Listed in U.S. 
Census: Religious bodies, 1926, but not reported in 1936. 


Amana society + 


The origin of this society is the Inspirationsgemeinden, a 
German prophetical sect believing that the direct communication 
of the will of God is still delivered to chosen prophets. Their 
first leader and greatest prophet was Johann Friedrich Rock, 
1678-1749. Due to persecution the sect was scattered, but. under 
the leadership of Christian: Metz, a community was gathered in 
Hesse. In 1842, this group came to America, locating in Ebene- 
zer, N.Y. and in 1843, was organized under the name: Ebenezer 
society. 

This community, in 1855, purchased a large tract of land in 
Amana, Ia., the members moved there and organized in 1859, a 
communistic religious society under the name: Amana society; 
though the name, Community of true inspiration, continued to be 
used. In 1932, a legal reorganization was effected. A new co- 
operative organization under the old name, Amana society, was 
incorporated to administer the business affairs of the community, 
and an entirely separate religious organization, the Amana church 
society, was incorporated to manage religious affairs. 


American rescue workers 


In 1882, Thomas &. Moore, in charge of the American work of 
the Salvation army, withdrew and began independent work. The 
movement was incorporated in 1884, and in 1885, an amended charter 
was granted under the name: Salvation army of America. In 1913, 
the name was changed to American rescue workers. 


Apostolic Christian church + 


Outgrowth of a group of German Swiss churches; established 
by the Rev. S.H. Froelich about the middle of the 19th century in 
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906 Apostolic Christian church + [Continued] Poy aN Bang 
the United States. Name is given in the U.S. Census: Religious 
bodies, 1936, as Apostolic Christian church (Nazarene) to distin- 
guish it from another church having the same name. , 


907 Apostolie faith mission 
Revival movement originating in 1900. Headquarters in Los 
Angeles, Portland and Minneapolis. 
908 Apostolic overcoming holy church of God 
Negro denomination incorporated in Alabama in 1916, as Ethio- 
pian overcoming holy church of God. Apostolic substituted for 
Ethiopian in 1927. Headquarters: Mobile, Alabama. 


910 Brotherhood of the new life 
Founded by Thomas Lake Harris (1823-1906) who started a social- 
istic community in New York state, first at Wassaic, then moving 
to Amenia and to Salem-on-Erie. The community broke up and Harris 
and his group moved to California. 


912 Catholic apostolic church . 

Movement associated with Edward Irving, a Scottish preacher, 
who was prominent in a group, the members of which believed in 
prophetic revelations. 12 members believing that they had re- 
ceived a call to the office of apostle, instituted, in 1850, an 
apostleship based on the Scriptural pattern which became the 
Catholic apostolic church. The movement spread to America. The 
apostleship is now vacant and the church declining. Called also 
Irvingites. . 


914. Christadelphians 
Off shoot of the Disciples of Christ led by John Thomas, an 
Englishman who came to America in 1844. Name Christadelphians 
or Brothers of Christ, adopted at the time of the Civil war. 
They are pacifists, millenarians in doctrine, congregationalists 
_in polity. ) | 


916 Christian catholic church in Zion 
Church in Zion City, I1l., organized by followers of John 
Alexander Dowie (1847-1907). Name is also given as Christian 
catholic apostolic church in Zion. Popularly known as Dowigsites, 
Zionites, and Restorationists. 


Salat Christian Israelite church 
Started by John Wroe of Bowling, Yorkshire, England, in 1822. 
Branch organized in New York in 1844. Seems to be a hybrid be- 
tween Jewish and Christian churches. Not reported in 1906. 
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Christian union (Denomination) 
Outgrowth of a number of independent movements from 1795- 
1864 for larger liberty in religious thought and worship. Or- 
ganized as a denomination in 1864, in protest of intolerant par- 
tisan preaching. Congregationalist in polity. Overhead body: 
General council of Christian union in the United States. 


Church of Christ, Scientist + 

The denomindtion is styled Church of Christ, Scientist, 
the religion founded by Mrs. Eddy, Christian science. Official 
publications are entered under Church of Christ, Scientist; sub- 
ject material is entered under Christian science. 

The Board of directors of the Mother church, the First church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, is the central administrative 
organization of which all the other churches are branches. 

Boards and committees are entered under Boston. First church of 
Christ, Scientist. 


Chureb of Daniel's band 
Organized in 1893, at Marine City, St. Clair co., Mich. An 
evangelistic body, somewhat after the Methodist form. 


“Church of God (Apostolic) 


Organized at Danville, Kentucky, in 1897, by Elder Th. J. 
Cox, under the name: Christian faith band church. Incorporated 
under the name: The Church of God, Apostolic. 


Church of God (Anderson, Ind.) 
Organized about 1880, by Daniel S. Warner, Evangelistic, 
congregationalist in polity. Overhead body: General ministerial 
assembly. Headquarters; Anderson, Ind. 


Church of God (Original) 

Organized in 1886, in Tenn. by Rev. R.C. Spurling, as Church 
of God. In 1917, a division arose, and‘one faction legally 
adopted the name (Original) Church of God, “Claiming to adhere 
to the original teachings of the church. Incorporated in 1922. 
Headquarters: Chattanooga, Tenn. 


Church of God and saints of Christ 
A negro body organized.in 1896, by William S. Crowdy, who 
claimed to have had a vision from God, and preached at Lawrence, 
Kansas, then moved to Philadelphia. They believe the negro race 
is descended from the "ten lost tribes of Israel", and they ob- 
serve the Jewish feast days and the Jewish Sabbath. 


Church of God in Christ 
Negro Holiness denomination organized, circa 1895, by the 
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Church of God in Christ [Continued] : 
former Baptist leader, Elder C.H. Mason, who, at variance with 
Baptists, emphasized entire sanctification. Seems to be in line 
with the Pentecostal churches of California. 


Church of the living God (Christian workers for fellowship) 

Negro body founded by William Christian at Wrightsville, Ark., 
in 1889, the word "fellowship" being later substituted for 
"friendship" in the original name. Hold Baptist principles and 
practice foot-washing. 


Church of the living’ God (The pillar and ground of the truth) 
Union, in 1925 and 1926, of several churches which had pre- 
viously withdrawn from the Church of the living God (Christian 
workers for fellowship). 


Church of the living God, General assembly 
Negro body formed in 1902, by a withdrawal from the Church 
of the living God (Christian workers for fellowship), organized 
as the Church of the living God, Apostolic church. Name changed 
in 1908, to General assembly, Church of the livyinewGode In Loco. 
joined the Church of the living God, (The pillar and ground of 
the truth). . 


Church triumphant 
Sect founded by a Mrs. Beekman, who declared George Jacob 
Schweinfurth, the Messiah of the New dispensation. Headquarters 
were established near Rockford, Ill. Church now extinct. 


Churches of God in North America, General eldership of the 

Independent churches, each called a Church of God, were or- 
ganized about 1825, by John Winebrenner, a former minister of 
the German Reformed church. A first General eldership of these 
independent churches was organized in 1830, and in 1845, the 
General eldership of the Church of God in North America. In 
1896, this name was changed to General eldership of the churches 
of God in North America. Called also Winebrennerians. 


Churches of the living God 
Under this heading are included general works covering three 
negro bodies, viz: Church of the living God (Christian workers 
for fellowship); Church of the living God (The pillar and ground 
of the truth); Church of the living God (General assembly). 


Deutsch-katholische Kirche {+ German Catholicism] 
Founded by Johannes Ronges and I. Czerzki, in 1844, as a 
Catholic reactionary movement after the exposition of the Holy 
coat of Treves. In 185C, combined with free protestant churches

944 Divine science church 
A new thought body, organized in 1885, by Mrs. Malinda E. 
Cramer of San Francisco, Cal. Name in Yearbook of the American 
churches, 1943: Divine science college and church. 


945 Fellowship of the universal design of lifet+ 
A Christian science organization founded by Mrs. Annie C. 

Bill, in Zngland, 1912, coming to Boston in 1924, but not 
recognized by the Mother church in Boston. Used name: Church of #4 
the transforming covenant; later, Christian science parent church; (a 
and in 1930, changed to Church of the universal design; in May, is 
1931, again changed to the Fellowship of the universal design of 
life. 


947 Free Christian Zion church of Christ 
. Negro denomination organized in 1905, at Redemption, Ark., by 
E. D. Brown. 


950 Halcyon church 
Organized in 1802, in Kenhawe county (now, Mason county) Vir- 
ginia, Abel M. Sarjent, being president. A sect, probably of 
. Baptist ancestry, professing Unitarian and Universalist doctrines 
~ and renouncing all authority except that of God. See Circular 
Epistle in Sarjent's New hymn book. 1811. 


952 Iglesia Metodista de Mexico 
Independent Methodist church in Mexico, established in 1950, 
@ union of the Mexico conference of the Methodist Episcopal church 
and the Mexico conference of the Methodist Episcopal church, South. 


953 Inspirationsgemeinden 

A German separatist sect growing out of the prophetical move- 
ment in Xurope of the 17th century, which believed that the will 
of God is directly communicated by revelation to individuals. 
Their chief prophet and leader was Johann Friedrich Rock, 1678- 
1749. After the death of Rock the society declined. It was re- 
suscitated in the early 18th century by Christian Metz, who 
sathered a group in Hesse. This group, between 1842 and 1846, emi- 
grated to America, settling in Ebenezer, N.Y. and later moving to 
Iowa, founded the Amana society. The sect assumed the name "Wahre 
Inspirationsgemeinden (or Inspirations-Gesellschaften) to dis- :] 
tinguish themselves from the more fanatical groups of “The Inspired.” | 


955 Jehovah's witnesses 
Originated in Adventist groups led by Charles Taze Russell 
(d. 1916). These groups were formerly known as Russellites or 
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Fat Nis flee 

Jehovah's witnesses [Continued] se Oe rad Te ne 
Millennial dawnists. Literature was issued from a Pennsylvania. 
publishing house called Zion's watch tower Bible ‘and tract society. 
A publishing concern was also set up in Brooklyn issuing literature © 
under the names: People's pulpit association; Watch tower Bible and 
tract society, inc.; and International Bible students’ association, ~ 
inc. At Russell's death the business came under the management of 
Judge J. F. Rutherford (d. 1942). An enormous amount of tract — 
literature is issued and the groups now calling themselves Jehovah's 
witnesses, are spread all over the world. The groups are not or- 
ganized as a denomination and have no churches. 


Liberal church of America 
An agnostic or rationalist church jncorporated under the laws 
of Colorado. Outgrowth of the effort of Richard Wolfe to organize 
a church without theology, creed, or dogma. In 1922 the First 
liberal church in Denver was organized, and churches in other 
cities followed. 


Metropolitan church association+ 
Outgrowth of the Metropolitan Methodist church in Chicago, find- 
ing its impulse in a revival movement in 1894. Chartered as a de- 
nomination in Wisconsin in 1918. An evangelistic organization whose 
members share temporal benefits and have a common treasury. Called 
also "The burning bush." 


Mexican Episcopal church 
‘An independent denomination organized about 1865 called "Church 
of Jesus", in 1869, was put in the charge of Henry C. Riley, who’, 
in 1879, was consecrated a bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
church. The church is now a missionary district of the Protestant 
Episcopal church. 


Missionary church association 
Organized at Berne, Ind. in 1898, by a number of persons of 
different denominations. Headquarters: Fort Wayne, Ind. 


New Apostolic church 
Off shoot of the Catholic apostolic church. A German bishop of 

that church named Schwartz, and a priest named Preuss, claiming 
"the spirit of prophecy” organized a new apostleship, in 1862. 
Formerly the head apostle in Germany exercised supervision over the 
various churches which have spread throughout the world, but the 
church in the United States is now incorporated as a national body 
under the name: New apostolic church of North America. 


Plymouth brethren. U.S. 

Conzregations formed in the U.S. by emigration of Plymouth 
brethren from England about the middle of the nineteenth century. 
They acknowledge no creeds and have no church organization, but 
they are divided into groups (8 listed in 1936) holding verious 
shades of opinion. 
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Reformed Christian church (Unitarian) ? 
- Independent liberal church organized by John Sherman about 
1806, at Mansfield, N.Y. (?). Seems to have been a single congre- 
RES with Unitarian preaching « 


Salvation army+ 
An international organization founded by Willaim Booth. Inter- 
national headquarters are in London, but each country has its own 
organization. In America, the general organization has its head- 
quarters in New York, with four territorial organizations. 


Shakerst+ 
Originated in England about the middle of the 18th century. 
Ann Lee and a few followers emigrated to America in 1774, and, 
attracting converts, organized a number of communistic societies 
in which celibacy was the rule. The communities are now nearly ex- 
tinct. The official name is United “society of believers. They are 
-also known as the Millenial church of the united society of 
believers, and as Alethians. 


Social brethren 
Orcanized in 1867, by a number of persons in Illinois from 
various denominations who adopted a new confession of faith and for- 
mulated rules of conduct. 


Spiritualists. U.S. 

General heading for the group of believers in a spirit world and 
in the possibility of communion with those who have passed to it. 
Four. organizations are listed in the U.S. Census: Religious bodies, 
1936, viz.: Nationalist spiritualist association, Progressive 
spiritual church, National spiritual alliance of the United States 
of America, and the General assembly of spiritualists. Names differ 
in the Yearbook of American churches, 1943. 


Temple society in America 
American branch of the Friends of the temple, organized in 
Warttemberg in 1853. Aim: to establish Christian colonies in Pales- 
tine in fulfilment of the prophecies of the Old Testament in regard 
to the future of the Holy Land. 


Unitarians+ (suodivided by country) [+Unitarian churches; Unitarians 
in [locality]] 

Denomination holding the doctrine of God as one person, re- 
pudiating the three persons of the Trinity. This doctrine continu- 
ing through the centuries, is known’as Arianism in the early period, 
and in Poland and on the Continent, as Socinianism. In #ngland 
Unitarian churches were organized in the late eighteenth century. 

In Anerica Unitarian churches developed through the controversy in 
the New England Consregational churches in the eighteenth and early 
nineteenth centuries, but in the U.S. the churches were not

pendent Christian society, commonly called Universalists. The ee 
second convention was held at Philadelphia in 1790. Another con- oe 
vention was held at Oxford, Mass. in 1793, which subsequently aus 
developed into the Convention of the New England states, then into 
the Convention of New England and New York, and finally was incor- _, 
porated, in 1866, as the Board of trustees of the General, conven- 
tion of the Universalists in the United States of America. This 
name was changed in 1872 to Universalist general convention. In 
1942, by act of the New York legislature the name Universalist 
general convention ‘as changed to Universalist church of America. 
This renamed administration organization asserted that it was the 
unchanged promotional body of the group of Universalist churches, 
congregational in polity. In 1943 the confusion of using the same 
name for the church as a sect and for its administrative body was 
recognized and the administrative body was set up as the General 
assembly of the Universalist church of America. 


Volunteers of America 
Orzanized in 1896, by General Ballington Booth (son of William, 
1829-1912), and Mrs, Sallington Booth, who were previously active 
in the Salvation army. 


Winebrennerians 
See Churches of God in North America. General eldership of 
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Zionites (i.e. followers of Dowie) 
See Christian catholic church in Zion [Apx. no. 916] 
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
